Twenty years 
later Lell)niz attempted tlie construc- 
tion of a machine for making elabo- 
rate astronontfcal calcniatioBS ; and 
i various other attempts were made in 
•ucceedlng yeans, but with little suc- 
cess. Between 1S22 and 1842 Charles 
Babbage designed bis machine for cal-

■ethod of "dUTerencea." About 18B0 
Thomas of Colmar invented a saccess- 
fnl calculating qjachine known as the 
arithmometer, in wiiich the numbers 
were inscribed op cylinders moved by 
trains of toothed wheels.

That Destroy Crops. 

It has been estimated, and no doubt 
conservatively, ti>at insects lajnre the 
crops in tbe United States annoally to 
the anKnmt of more than three-quar- 
ters of a billion dollars. All will agree 
that if every portion of this loss could 
be avoided by the protection of bird 
life, it woold be well worth tbe coet 
Not only the firm crope and gardens 
suflFer, but orchards, forests and shade 
trees are greatly injured by insect 
pests, s condition of which the people 
of Massadiasetts are probably better 
aware than are the Inhabitants of any 
other state. 

There is a well-authenticated story 
of a Bavarian nobleman who made a 
fine piece of forest land a sanctoary 
BO deUghtAri to tb» feathered folk tfiat 
when a scourge of destructive Insects 
swept over the country, the summer 
dwellers protected his trees from 
devastating worms that stripped bare 
the nelsbbortag fsrests. Shntlar oc- 
currences on ri smaller scale are per- 
haj)s not uncommon. Manifestly, from 
the standpoint of pood citizenship, 
which calls for wise economic policies, 
bird protection as a subject for na- 
tional legislation is deserving of most 
careful consideration: for these little 
friends of mnn. if they are encour- 
aged and protected, render a very val- 
uable service. Much wise legislation 
has been enacted, hat thore ia need 
of more to make our bird friends se- 
cure. 



HOW TO CLEAN GILT FRAMES 



Can Be Done Without Injury te Oeld 



Almost every boese has at least a 
few old gold picture frames. How 
to clean these without the risk of 
rubbing off tbe thin gold leaf Is a mat- 
ter which concenia most wossea. 

Brash all dost tnm tbe frame, and 
with a soft hog's hair brush dipped 
in clean, cold water, frequently 
changed, brush all the ornamental 
parts, carefully avoiding tte bur- 
niahed parte. This will remove aU 
dust and fly-meita. The fknme must 
now be allowed to dry thoroughly. 
Now make a mixture of one pint of 
water, one ounce methylated spirits, 
and half-ounce of ammonia Qo over 
the vsM with this, iMing e siMll camel 
heir pencil brush, and avoiding bur- 
nished portions. Bach time the brush 
is removed from the frame it must 
be washed in water and squeezed out 
before being dipped into the spirit 
mixture. The golcker you do this Job 
the better. 

The burnished parts now require at- 
tention. With a piece of new wash- 
leatlier in your hand breathe lightly 
upon a small strip of the work and 
push or roll away dirt or dust. 

A coating of clear size will much 
improve the appearance uf the gilding.

These tablets are 
made of wood or stone or marble, ac- 
cording to the financial circumstances 
of the family, and inscribed thereon 
are the names, titles, dates of birth 
and death of deceased ascendants and 
the names and degrees of relationship 
of their nearest living descendants. 

T\vice a year, on the birthday and 
death-day of the departed, ceremonies, 
consisting chlefiy of obeisances before 
the tablets, are held. The use of the 
tablet as an object of reverence is not 
due to the belief that the apirit of the 
departed resMss In It, but raOer tint 
it is a symbol to be remembered and 
respected by the living ; and the days 
set apart for "worship" are no more 
religious than is remembrance of the 
deed.

In IMS, Mark Twain, who had his 
llnanelal ups and downs, was enjoy- 
ing a period of prosperity as the pub- 
lisher of his own books. Tbe pub- 
lication of tbe "Adventures of Huckle- 
berry Finn" at that time had been 
pertlcalarty profitable and Clemens, 
bearing that Richard Watson Gilder 
of the Century company, had been 
discussing with Grant the publish- 
ing of his memoirs, called upon tbe 
general, #lth whom he had long hem 
on intimate terms, for the purpose of 
finding out bow far tlie project had 
developed. 

It soon i^peared that the Oentury 
editors desired the book, but would 
not guarantee a profit of $25,000 to 
tile author, wlio had recently ex- 
perienced a failure in Inisiness and 
whose health was breaking down. 

Clemens, vrtioee first and last ttiought 
was to serve his friend, said: "fJen- 
eral, I have my checkbook with me. 
i will draw you a check now for $'.!5,- 
000 for the first volume of your 
memoirs, and will add a like amenut 
for each volume you may write, as an 
advance royalty payment." 

An arrangement was made where- 
by Grant received 70 per cent of the 
net returns and, as la well known, 
the t>ook was a vast su c c e s s . The 
publication resulted In receipts by the 
Grant heirs of about §450,000. The 
first check to Mrs. Julia D. Grant, 
drawn February 7, 1888, for f200,- 
000, remains the hucsat rsyaity check 
in history.

The motto of the state of Michigan 
"Si Quaerls Pe nla su l a m Amoenam 

Circumspice,** (If Tou BaA a Beauti- 
ful Peninsula, Look About Ton) was 
borrowed rather shamelessly from the 
inscription which appears on the In- 
terler eC It Patd*a cathedral m Lon- 
don, in memory of Its architect. Sir 
Christopher Wren. This inscription 
reads, "Si MonuiDentum Reqnirls Cir- 
cumspioe." (If Tou Seek His Monu- 
ment, Leek Abent Tou). In other 
words, the great churdi is itself a 
monument to the greatest of Chiglish 
architects. 

Sir C}hri8t(9ber Wren was bom in 
1682 and died In 1723. He won many 
honors, was knighted by (Tbarles n, 
later elected president of the Royal 
Society of London, and served for n 
time in parliament. But his fame 
rests chiefly on his having designed St. 
Paul's, the most magnificent Protestant 
edifice In the world and second only 
to St. Peter's in Rome .iniont; ilie re- 
ligious structures of modern times. It 
required thlrty-flve years In building, 
but was begun and completed under 
Wren'a sole direction. It cost $3,500.- 
000.— Detroit News.

Not All Sharks Are Man-Eatera. 
Not an rtiarks are man-eaters. Most 

persons who have fallen victim to 
sharks have been eaten merely be- 
cause they happened to be at hand. 
J. C Bell of tlie American museum ez- 
emlned the contents of tiie stomacha 
of more than thirty tiger sharks. 

Most of the sharks were from nine 
to twelve feet long, and 76 per cent 
of them had been eating such crea- 
tures as sea turtles, other sharks and 
large rays and porpolasa. Tbirty-elght 
per cent had eaten a variety of small- 
er cre.ittires — cralis. horseshoe crabs, 
mackerel, shad and other fish — and 
one had eaten a water bird. Six 
c«it, probably-^ their role of 
gers, had swallowed the bones of de- 
mestii animals; one shark contained, 
among other material, beef bones and 
hair, and a second, which landed on 
the dock still alive, vomited several 
small mammal benes, among which 
were the leg bones of three sheep. 

Ordinary sharks constituted the 
largest single item of diet for the 
tiger siiarks that Mr. Bell examined.

Some yeara ago, a 
fearfri sterm raged along the eeaten 

coast of North America. After It bad 
subsided, the sea was strewn with 
trillions of tite, a fish like a cod. 
but attaining a weight of 90 pounds 
or mere. A vsasel waa aent to dis- 
cover the cause of the strange phe- 
nomenon. It plowed straight ahead 
for 1.0<) miles, and estimated that an 
area of 5.000 square miles was cov- 
ered with dead flshea It was dl!«- 
covered that the storm bad bronght 
Icebergs In Its train, and the con- 
sequent great cold had jiroved too 
much for the fish, accustomed as they 
were to warmer waters. The cod has 
sn objectkm to sadden changes of 
climate, and If put to colder water 
than that to which It is accustom, d. 
will be numbed. Experiments have 
been tried to acclimatize Hnslish sal- 
mon in Tasmania, but the dilference 
in temperatures has caused those ex- 
periments to fail. 

CoML'ers and jiilchards have died 
from cold off the rornish > i>ast. and 
the once plentiful boar-fish have never 
been aeen hi the sbaHow waters of 
Ck>mwall since a ilslint eaaleny gale 
blew in 1879.

Carlotta, daughter ef tbe king of 
the Belgians, waa the devoted wife of 
Maximilian, whom I<onl8 Mapoleen 
placed «n the throne of Mexico, and 
who, after establishing himself in Im- 
perial grandeur, w<^8 defeatetl by the 
republican troops under Jnares, and 

Mejla. was executed by a firing squad 

on the hill of Las Caropanas In 1867. 

The bracelet was an exquisite affair 
of gold given by the emperor to Car- 
lotta at flie time of their merrlage. 
When Carlotta left Mexico the brace- 
let was given by her to one of her 
ladies-in-waltlng. But in the flight 
from Mexico it was lost. It did not 
appear again, as ter as known, until 
I91i, when it waa aeen by an Ameri- 
can adorning the wrist of a woman 
companion of one of Emilinno Zapa- 
ta's generals. This general siiortly 
afterward killed the woman in a tit 
of Jealousy and tbe bracdet was taken 
from hhn later by tte American. 
bracelet now adorn? thf wrist of a 
very beautiful Spanish dancer. It is 
said to have been presented to her by 
a diplomat, "in appredatiw cf her 
art" 



Gobelin Tapestries. 
The flsoat fasMma p roduct s in tlie 
Hfirtoty of weeving are the so-called 

Oobelln tapestries, fashioned in the 
factory on the site where many years 
ago Jean and Philibert Gobelin, mer- 
chant dyera ef acariet, had their works. 
The name of Gobdin has always been 
Identified with the product of these 
ancient looms, which, for over 250 
years have turned out tapestries solely 
for the state. In tbnes ef pesce these 
never leave France except as gifts to 
visiting kings and chief magtstratas. 

Formerly :!00 artisans and appren- 
tices were employed in the Gobelin 
works, weavins textiles after designs 
by Le Brun. Boucher and many cele- 
brated artists. Today the wutbmaa 
number 60 and, as an expert weaver 
can produce only five square feet a 
year, it is understandable wiiy ttii' 
tapestries bring such exceedingly high 
prices. It Is estlamied that ttw 
minimum value of a sqnase 
Gobelin tapestry is $230. 



Grant Was Extremely Sensitive. 

General Grant seems to have been 
extremely sensitive. When he came 
to the end of bis second term at West 
Point be was given a furlouih and 
wot btfoe on leave in his gray imi- 
flonn. "Hie little country town In 
which his parents lived was immense- 
ly amused by tbe smart uniform, and 
the Jeers of the inhabitants were 
nerver^nding.

into a scorn of fine uniforms. General 
Grant was oftener seen in the garb of 
a private soldier — his stars concealed 
by a coat or cloak — than in the donble- 
bnttoned House of his rank.

-Nurses l-lave More 
for Field Work. 



Waahingtoa — The application of 
modem bustness principles to wcUare 

agencies, and the increased returns on 
the funds contributed effected thereby, 
are described In a report just made 
poblic by tbe United SUtes Depart- 
ment of Labor throagh the diOdren's 
bureau. This report, entitled "Office 
Administration for Organizations Su- 
pervising the Health of Mothers, In- 
fanUand Children <tf Pre-School Age," 
is the oalgiw a th of reqaesta (or ad- 
vice which came to the children's bn> 
reau from organizations in various 
cities. It embodies the experience of 
members of tlie staff whose services 
waie loaned Cor stadies and eoosalta- 
tions, and the results of a study of 
methods used by 200 nursing agencies 
In both large and small coinniunltles. 
Although the report Is directed espe- 
cially toward the needs of agencies su- 
pervising the health ot mothers and 
young children, certain fundamental 
principles set forth are applicable to the 
conduct of any office in the social 
field. 

The immediate results of the reoiw 
ganization of the first agency studied, 
which affected both the nursing staff 
and the office force, were: (1) a 
marked Increase in the nurses' time 
available for field work, due to elimi- 
nation of daplleate derleal work on 
their part, and to Increased office cler- 
ical assistance. (2) An Increase of of- 
fice output, due to redistribution of 
duties and orderly rerouting of derleal 
wocte. (t) bereased acearaey la 
handling records and office detail. (4) 
Elimination of lost motion, with its 
waste of time, energy and space, ac- 
complished by standardizing routing 
duties and rearraaglng the otice equip- 
ment. In addition to these immediate 
results the new system laid the foun- 
dation for orderly development and 
future ec(Hiomical administration of 
the asssclatlen*s aClatra. 

"It is Indisputable," the report 
states, "that In the long run modern 
office management enables a society 
to do inore work and bett^ work than 
was possHUe at .the ssom esst*ln old 
ways." If high standards of nursing 
service are to be maintained, strict re- 
quirements regarding the education, 
training, e^erleoce and character of 
the narse arast be eempeasated by ad- 
equate professional salaries. The 
skilled nursing staff, moreover, must 
be supported by a sicllled office force, 
intelligently and adequately equipped 
and directed. 

The report is not intended fw the 
larger organizations alone. It is not 
tmreasonable to suppose. It states, that 
the waste occurring in the small public 
health nursing organisations through- 
out the natlsn balks- greater than the 
total waste of the large organizations. 
The office may be the desk of the one 
nurse who Is executive and staff at 
one and the same time, but the appli- 
catliHi of the fondamsntal principles of 
management are nerarthless necessary 
to efficient service. 

The report is written with .full 
knowledge of tbm flnancial llmltaticma 
which hamper many struggling socie- 
ties.

With View to Furnishing improved 
Seed Nanking University Under- 
talces Greatest Acclimatization 
Work in History of Industry. 

Nanktnc— In line with the growth 
of textile tadnstries in China and the 

increasing number of busy spindles in 
mills of the country the University of 
Nanking plans this year to continue 
fnd to broaden the scope of Its work 
to improve the quality of cotton pro- 
duced by Chinese growers. This ef- 
fort is receiviuj,' the liberal support of 
cotton mill interests of the larger cen- 
ters, particularly ShanghaL 

Tlie nnlversity plans to carry ent 
two general purposes, first to obtain 
for Chinese growers an acclimatized 
and improved seed supply and, second 
to introduce its use among growers. 
Anthorttiss have stated that hi other 
countries the production of accttma- 
tlzed cotton seed has required from 
three to five years. With a view to 
hastening this stage wtiat is pertiaps 
the most elaborate and detailed piece 
of acciiniatizHtion work ever attempt- 
ed in the history of cotton growing is 
being cnD-led mu ar Nanking. 

The v.-ork was bccun last year when 
the seed fields noi only were severely 
rogned to discard ail plants not true 
to type, bat thousands of individual 
plants of the Trice and Acaln varie- 
ties were selected and picked separate- 
ly. The selected specimens of seed cot- 
ton from th^ i^ivits were studied 
with ezhaoatlTe detail in the labora- 
tory where all but a total of about 800 
were discarded. These .have been 
grown in separate rows and picked 
separately for further study in field 
and laboratecy with a farther discard- 
inir of the posnst and rstalnbM; of 
the best. 

As a result of the first year's work 
it was possible to announce this spring 
that this acdhaatlsatlon method can 
be successfully applied to China. 
About a third of tbe selected speci- 
mens are above the standard of aver- 
age American cotton, it is said, and a 
tenth are much superior to the prod- 
uct with which the worit was started.
